What Mr. Cleveland Will De or Say Is 
the Question WV hich Pussles the Dome- 
erst ie Leaders—Mis fuceess as a 
Barn Builder—The Harvest Reaped 
en the Sheres of Buzzard’s Fay. 


New York, Oct. 28.—The eyes of Senator 

Hill's campaign managers were turned long - 
ingly toward Gray Gables yesterday. They 
had heard that the President would leave 
his summer home to-day for Washington, 
and their hope was that on his way he might 
stop !uNew York long enough to bid them God 
speed, or at least permit it to be knows that 
he is anxious for the success of the regular 
Demoeratic State ticket. 
Everyone at Democratic headquarters, 
from Chairman Hinckley and Thacber down 
to the messengers, seemed to be in the dark 
as to just what Mr. Cleveland would do. Not 
one of them would say that he had had word 
directly from the President, but all were 
profuse in their expressions of hope that at 
the proper time, and when it woulda do most 
good, Mr. Cleveland, either by letter or by 
word of moutk, would cail upon his friends 
to take off their coats and go to work for Hill 
with as much enthusiasm as the Senator did 
for him in 1884, 1888 and 1892. 

Senator Hill’s managers up to alate hour 
hour last night were unableto state with 
any degree of confidence thatthe President 
would visit this town at all on his way to the 
National capital. Numerous inguiries were 
sentto the Hotel Victoria as to whether 
apartments had been reserved for him there, 


dut in each case nothing had been heard 
from bim at all, andthe supposition there- 
fore was that the President would go 
straight through to Washington without 
stopping. 

Another thing that provokeg much anxiety 
and discussion among the conductors of 
Senator Hill's eanvass was a report that the 
President will not even register, much less 
vote, this fall. 

The report was said to have emanated 
from a close personal friend of Mr. Cleve- 
land, and it naturally caused queries as to 
whether the President intended to avoid the 
appearance of indorsing and alding 
in the election of Hill, Lock. 
wood and Brown. The explanation 
given by Mr. Cleveland’s triend was 
somewhat reassuring, however. According 
toitthe President has come to the concl.- 
sion that he has no legal right to vote in this 
city. The house in West Fifty-first street, in 
which he resided prior to Bis second inaugu- 
ration as President, was leased from E. C.

It May Cause a Radical CRange in the 
Fittings of Warships. 

WaSHINGTOR, D. O., Oct. 23,-—-The details of 
the great naval battle at the mouth of the 
Yale River have been of great interest to 
naval officers and form a4 fruitful theory. 
This engagement is bound to have an effect 
on our naval construction In at least one 
feature. It is noted by the naval experts 
that the heaviest losses in the fight were 


caused by fire, and at least three 
of the vessels engaged were in flames 
during the fight, caused the 
explosion of small shells from the secondary 
batteries. That steel ships should prove to 
be so combustible was regarded as a rather 
extraordinary fact, calling for explanation 
and correction, and the attention of the 
Board of Naval Bureau chiefs has been di- 
rected to that end.

The wise solution of the difficulty is to 
change the conditions. The Indians may 
soon relieve themselves of lawless bands 
and substitute order and law for disorder 
andrapine by appealing to Congress for 
power to effect territorial organization in 
preparation for statehood. When the Ter- 
ritory is opened for settlement and is un- 
der organized government the local au- 
thorities can settle with lawless men. 

This is the only course which promises 
permanent relief to the Indians and a sure 
foundation for their development in civi- 
lization. This action is due not only to 
themselves, but to the States surrounding 
them, whose interests suffer and whose 
development is arrested by the nearness 
of a great domain without orderly govern- 
ment and offering a refuge for lawless 
men. Now isthe time to impress this on 
the Indian mind.

tain their membership in the board if they 
so desired. 

The rule governing the election of School 
Directors requires that ail members shall hold 
no municipal office, and the holding of such 
an office while a member of the School 
Board is also prohibited by the laws ap- 


proved by the Missouri Legislature, Feb. 13, 


Mr. Hammerstein stated that the resigna- 
tion from the board of the two members in 
question would not cause any serious di 
culty, as under the new State law vacancies 
are permitted to be filled by election of the 
board, 1 such vacancies do not oc- 
eur within six months ofa general election, 
in whieh case the filling of the vacancles is 

tponed till the general election. 

This is the frst time this question has come 
up since William P. Macklin resigned, Dec. 
1. 1891. Mr. Macklin was appointed As- 
sistant City Counselor. and as that is 
clearly a municipal office his resignation 
from the Board naturally followed.

‘*‘Thd judgment of the French courts, un- 
der which the Irish funds in Paris, amount - 
ing to £40,000, will be released and handed 
over to Mr. Justin McCarthy, M. P., is 
likely, according to the opinions expressed 
by several Irish members, to give a stimulus 
to Irish agitation during the forthcoming 
autumn months. 

»The funds could not have been released 
but for the compromise arrived at between 
thetwo wings of the Irish party, and it is an 
open seeret that out of the £40,000 the sum of 
£10,000 will be handed over to Mr. John Red- 
mond and deposited in the now empty er- 
chequer of the Parnell party. It would bea 
mistake to assume, however, thatthe whole 
of the £10,000 can be applied to the propaga- 
tion of the Parnellite psinciples in Ireland. 
Before and for some considerable time after 
the death of Mr. Parnell debts toa consider- 
able amount had to be ineurred, and 
one of the terms of thecompromise is that 
these debts are to be discharged. The Parnell 
ite members are more than pleased that this 


burden isto be removed from their shoul- 
ders. They delleve that a balance will re- 
main with which they intend to begin an ac- 
tive autumn campalgn, and they believe that 
should more funds be received the discharge 
ofold debts will sufficiently revive their 
credittoenable them to carry on the agita- 
tion until the dissolution comes.

Judge Philips’ Letter of Sympathy to W. 
O. FP. Breckinridge. 


Judge John F. Philips of the United States 
Court forthe Western District of Missolur, 
who is taking Judge Priest's place in St. 
Louis for the current week, was asked if the 
published letter of condolence from him to 
Col. W. C. F. Breckenridge of Kentucky was 
authentic. Judge Philips speaks tersely and 
pointedly, but with a pleasing manner. 


Now you want to get a sensational inter- 
view from me, don't you?’’ said he. 

No., I do not,’ answered the reporter. 1 
merely wish tolearn whether you wrote the 
letter as published, It appeared in the Posr- 
DISPATCH as it was given in a Columbia (MO.) 
newspaper. 

I did not read the letter as published, and 
therefore I cannot answer your question. 4 
friend of mine told me that he saw 
the letter in the Post- DISPATCH 
and he said he recognized my style. I an- 
swered that on the day after the primaries 
in the Ashiand District i wrote a letter of 
sympathy to Col. Breckinridge. On ac- 
count of my position I cannot afford 
to speak of this matter. A man 
does mot expect to see his private 
correspondence appear in print. This letter, 
i understand, was printed verbatim, and 1 
Suppose the editor of the Columbia paper got 
a copy of it from Kentucky friends. All that 
I have to say is that I have no apologies to 
make. Col. Breckinridge and I were college 
mates, and our acquaintanee covers a period 
ofthirty years. Ijam under obligations of 
personal friendship to him. Vhen 
a man does not need a friend 
he has plenty of them, but 
when he does need one they are few. Itisa 
principle with meto stand by my friends, 
and when my private letters are pubiished I 
do not deny thatI wrote them.

Mail Orders Carefully Filled. 
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STREET RAILWAYS. 


St. Leuis Leads the Way in Mail, Express 
and Freight Service. 


The report of the committee on mall, ex- 
press and freight service on strest railway 
cars, read at the last meeting of the Amer!i- 
can street Railway Association, whieh was 
held at Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 17, 18 and 19, 1894, 
showsthat there are already sixty-three 
street railways in America engaged in car- 
ry ing the United States mail, thirty-five in 


the express business and fifty-six do a 
freight traffic, in connection with 
their passenger trafic, and that 
the number of roads engaged in 
these outside ventures is steaally increasing. 
The report states that tire street railways 
of this country are already alive to the posgsi- 
bilities of the mall service. Sixty-two street 
railroads are now carrying Uncle Sam's 
mall. while fifty-nine have Government con- 
tracts. Most of these railroads are subur- 
ban roads or roads joining towns; but, the 
postal authorities realizing the advantage of 
quick deltvery and collection are now begin- 
ning to Make arrangements with the large 
city systems for transportation .of the mails 
from main post-offices to branches and for 
distribution and collection throughout the 
city. 

the only method of handling a large mall 
service, in which itis necessary to collect 
and distribute along the route and handle it 
satisfactorily to both the patrons of the road 
and the Post-ofice Department, seems to be 
in the use of a separate Car—an independent 
mail car in charge of a railway mall clerk. 

The report then cites an example where 
such acarhas given perfect satisiaction to 
all parties concerned, in the mail car which 
has been run on the &t. Louis 4 suburban 
Railway for some time. 

In touching upon the eéxpressand freight 
service the report states that there are 
many points in the street rallway 
As now conducted which make 
it almost an ideal agent for 
transportation of packages and light freight. 
The great number of points reached by the 
cars and the absolute certainty with which 
they run, the many precautions taken 
against delay, however short, and the 
rapidity with which distant points are 
reached make the street rallways of to-day a 
common carrier of exceptional advantages. 

The operation of an press service on 
large city systems has not deen attempted to 
any great extent, but it has been contended 
by some enthusiasts on the subject that a 
street car service will 
eventually take place the 
many city deliveries and city 
express wagons now in use. Here again the 
report points to St. Louls, where it cites as 
an illustration of sucha service being car- 
ried on successfully, the ease of the Southern 
Rallway of St. Louis, which has been uperat- 
ing an express service on this line for about 
two years. 

Reports from several States show that in 
some places the transportation of freight or 
express over street §railway tracks is pro- 
hivited by State law or manicipal ordinance, 
ana it has been suggested that associations 
of managers of street railways in those 
States be formed, for the purpose of securing 
favorable legisiation. 

In conclusion the report refers in the most 
glowing terms tothe hospital car recently 
placed in sérvice on the Union Depot Rallway 
of st. Louis, giving a full description or the 
car and deseribing its many advantages.

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COAST DEFENSES. 


The Annual Report Made Out by Drig. 
Gen. Otis. 


WasninGron, D. O., Oct. 23.—In his an- 
nual report Brig.-Gen. F. 8, Otis, command- 
ing the Departmentof Columbia, has much 
to say about coast defenses and the re-ar- 
rangement of posts. 

On the latter subject he says neither Fort 
Sherman or Fort Spokane are properly 
located to meet the conditions of a regi- 


mental post, and after canvassing the merits 
and drawbacks of different localities he says 
that no point in that section offers the 
advantages of the city of Spokane, a railroad 
center. Gen. Otis calls attention to the fact 
that since 1866 the Government has done very 
little looking tothe protection of Puget Sound 
against foreign attack, notwithstanding the 
great development of the couatry and tue 
increase of pepulation, He recommends 
that the eleven prominent points of defense 
selected by the fortification board iast sum- 
mer be acquired and placed under military 
control. and that the forty-three reserva- 
tions withdrawn in past years be turned 
over to the Interior Department for disposi- 
tion. Fort Townsend is no longer of ad- 
vantage and in its stead an infantry gar- 
rison should de established at Magnolia 
Bluffs, near Seattle, which would serve ad- 
mirably for the protection of the country 
beyond the Cascades, where 100,000 people 
GQwell, part of them restiess, demonstrative 
and oftentimes turbulent upon fancied prov- 
ocation. 

Should this project fall of approval, Gen. 
Otis recemmends the abandonment of Fort 
Townsend and transfer of its garrison to 
Vancouver barracks. The Three Tree point 
military reservation of 640 acres could with 
propriety be turned over to the Interior De- 
partment for disposition.
